Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Miller et al (US Patent 2,598,41 1) 
for the reasons given in paper No. 4. 

Applicants' arguments have been carefully considered but are not deemed 

persuasive. 

Miller et al disclose that aluminum fluoride may be present in the catalytic 
composition (col. 3, lines 20+). It is not relevant that Miller et al do not identify the 
aluminum fluoride as catalytically active. Furthermore, the instantly claimed process 
merely requires that the catalyst be "formed by aluminum fluoride". This does not 
exclude the presence of other catalytic materials such as aluminum chloride.
